Fall  shipping  activities  begin  with  Iris,  July  1 ; Oriental  Poppies, 
August  1;  Peonies,  September  1;  Perennials,  September  15;  and 
Deciduous  Shrubs,  October  25.  The  season  usually  (Joses  De- 
cember 15.

We  guarantee  that  our  plants  will  reach  you  in  a true-to-name, 
live,  and  healthy  condition.  They  are  not  to  be  accepted,  without 
protest,  unless  you  are  entirely  satisfied  when  they  arrive.  Their 
future  success  and  welfare  depends  upon  soil,  weather  and  insect 
conditions,  beyond  our  control.

Peonies

a week. 

Peonies,  for  mass  and  display  in  the  garden,  create  interest  through- 
out the  community.

Peonies  as  a gift  are  fitting  and  lasting. 

Considered  from  all  angles,  Peonies  are  the  most  satisfactory  garden 
flowers  in  existence.  A garden  without  Peonies  is  comparable  to  a 
home  withoid  pets  or  children. 

HOW  TO  GROW  PEONIES 

When  to  Plant.  Peonies  may  be  planted  in  early  spring  before 
the  sprouts  appear,  or  in  fall  from  the  middle  of  August  until  the 
ground  freezes.  Fall  is  the  best  time,  because  bloom  will  usually 
follow  the  next  spring,  while  spring-planted  roots  frequently  will 
not  bloom  until  a year  later  and  are  inclined  to  sulk. 

Where  to  Plant.  Peonies  may  be  planted  in  any  location  and  for 
any  purpose,  so  long  as  they  have  average  garden  soil,  abundant 
sunshine,  and  good  drainage.  Shady,  wet,  and  over-fertilized  loca- 
tions are  not  favorable  for  Peony  planting,  although  Peony  roots  are 
so  hardy  that  they  can  be  kept  out  of  the  ground  for  months  with- 
out permanent  injury. 

How  to  Plant.  Dig  holes  or  furrows  to  a depth  and  diameter  of 
about  15  inches.  Fill  in  the  bottom  with  enough  loose  ground,  so 
that  the  eyes  of  the  Peony  will  be  2 inches  below  the  surface  after 
the  hole  is  filled  in  and  mounded  for  drainage,  the  roots,  of  course, 
projecting  downward  and  the  eyes  upward.  Pack  the  ground  firmly 
while  planting.  Plant  from  3 to  4 feet  apart.  Do  not  use  manure. 
Bone-meal  or  potato  fertilizers  are  best. 

After  Planting.  Until  Peony  roots  are  firmly  established,  they 
should  be  soaked  with  water  during  dry  spells.  In  spring,  cultiva- 
tion should  be  early  and  frequent,  being  careful  not  to  injure  the  eyes. 
After  the  blooming  season,  three  or  four  cultivations  will  be  sufficient 
until  the  following  spring.  Spraying  with  a weak  solution  of  bordeaux 
mixture  (summer  strength)  before  the  buds  open  is  not  exactly 
necessary,  but  will  improve  the  appearance  and  general  health  of  the 
plants.  Fertilize  during  the  blooming  season  and  in  late  August 
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when  new  root-growth  is  forming.  Better  specimen  blooms  are  ob- 
tained by  pinching  or  cutting  off  all  of  the  buds  to  a stem,  excepting 
the  terminal  or  largest  bud.  When  cutting  Peonies,  allow  at  least 
two  leaves  to  remain  on  each  stem — the  roots  will  need  these  “lungs” 
when  they  make  their  fall  growth.  Remove  the  foliage  in  November, 
or  when  it  is  thoroughly  dead. 

HOW  TO  ORDER  PEONIES 

Selection.  Within  the  last  three  years, 
the  members  of  the  American  Peony  Society 
have  applied  a percentage  rating  of  quality 
to  all  of  the  Peony  varieties  with  which 
they  were  sufficiently  familiar.  In  the 
absence  of  the  better  methods,  there  is  now 
no  reason  why  the  Peony-buyer  should  not 
first  select  varieties  of  the  highest  rating, 
commensurate  with  the  garden  budget, 
and  continue  his  or  her  collection  on  this 
basis.  Every  such  selection  will  result  in 
a “best”  Peony. 

When  to  Order.  Whether  for  spring  or  fall  planting,  Peonies 
should  be  ordered  well  ahead  of  the  shipping  date  desired.  We  ship 
orders  in  the  sequence  received,  and  an  early  order  is  in  line  for  early 
shipment.  An  early  order  will  be  filled  before  the  stocks  are  de- 
pleted and  will  seldom  be  shipped  short  because  of  sold-out  varieties. 

General  List  of  Peonies 

Merit  of  Varieties.  More  than  500  varieties  of  Peonies,  once 
included  in  the  Farr  collection,  have  been  discarded  and  are  not 
listed  in  this  catalogue.  It  can  be  realized  that,  after  such  discard- 
ing, every  Peony  offered  in  this  issue  of  Better  Plants  is  a “best” 
variety. 

Size  of  Divisions.  The  most  satisfactory  Peony  root  to  plant 
is  the  strong,  natural  division  from  a mature  plant,  such  as  can  be 
made  with  the  least  possible  cutting.  These  natural  divisions  usually 
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Farr  Peonies  near  home.  The  garden  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Mays,  Womelsdorf, 
Penna.  Photographed  in  June,  1927 

show  two  to  three  strong  eyes  and  often  have  several  smaller  ones, 
and  are  always  supported  by  a well-balanced  root  system.  This  is 
the  type  of  root  recently  adopted  by  the  Commercial  Peony  and 
Iris  Growers  Association  as  the  standard  Peony  division. 

Guarantee.  Like  all  Farr  plants,  Peonies  are  guaranteed  to 
arrive  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  to  be  true  to  name.  Report 
to  the  contrary  will  result  in  prompt  and  satisfactory  adjustment. 

Trueness  to  Name.  While  it  comforts  you  to  know  that  untrue 
plants  will  be  replaced,  you  would  rather  have  them  right  in  the 
first  place.  We  “stay  home”  100  per  cent  during  Peony-time  for 
the  purpose  of  checking  and  truing  our  stock.  Every  row  is  ex- 
amined every  day.  There  should  not  be  a single  case  of  untrue  roots.

Culture. — Once  established,  Tree  Peonies  are  almost  as  hardy  as 
lilacs.  For  the  first  winter  they  should  be  mulched  heavily.  South 
and  east  exposures  are  the  best  locations  and  none  except  mature 
established  plants  should  be  exposed  to  the  north  and  west  winter 
winds.  Feed  with  bone-meal.  Keep  watered  and  cultivated.  Plant 
deeply.  Double  varieties  frequently  bloom  single  and  semi-double 
until  thoroughly  established.  Tips  of  branches  die  back  during 
winter  but  plants  gradually  grow  into  bushes  of  from  3 to  5 feet 
in  height  and  spread,  bearing,  in  many  cases,  more  than  a hundred 
blooms.  Tree  Peonies  bloom  from  two  to  three  weeks  earlier  than 
Herbaceous  varieties  and  blooms  are  larger  and  more  beautiful. 
Petals  in  most  cases  resemble  crepe  paper.  Colors  are  clear  and 
intense.

SIBERIAN  IRISES 

The  Siberians,  as  a whole,  have  been  considered  rather  as  “Poor 
Relations”  to  their  more  regal  cousins,  the  Tall  Bearded  Irises,  and 
have  been  tolerated  mainly  to  extend  the  blooming  season  beyond 
the  time  when  the  Germanicas  have  passed.  But  with  the  advent 
of  the  newer  and  more  brilliant  varieties,  they  have  challenged,  and 
in  some  respects  almost  excelled,  their  more  favored  relatives. 

The  rather  prim  and  dainty  blooms  of  the  Sibirica  varieties  owe 
no  apology  to  any  garden,  but  they  are  at  their  best  when  used  in 
masses.  Their  colors  are  then  displayed  most  effectively,  and,  in  the 
case  of  Perry’s  Blue,  no  other  Iris  can  match  their  brilliancy. 

Because  they  require  no  care,  not  even  division  in  future  years, 
they  are  unmatched  for  naturalizing.  They  battle  valiantly  with 
grass  and  weeds  and  make  themselves  at  home  in  field  or  meadow, 
along  pond  or  stream.  If  the  picture  they  present  in  this  environ- 
ment is  less  than  perfect,  it  is  only  for  lack  of  a few  bright  yellow 
Water  Irises  (I.  pseudacorus ) to  make  the  blue  seem  bluer. 

Season  after  season  these  Siberians  add  to  the  character  and  charm 
of  the  Iris  collection.  In  their  place  they  are  as  important  as  the  Ger- 
manica class  and  will  not  be  overlooked  by  the  fancier  who  aims  to 
have  a complete  collection.  At  the  prices  quoted  on  the  following 
page  a wealth  of  color  and  pleasure  may  be  had  for  a trivial  outlay.
